Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: At page 7, second paragraph of the Remarks, 
the Applicants assert that Testardi did not disclose the claimed limitation of an "initialization routine selectively coupled to a target function 
within a target application", as the reference cited by Examiner (see for example, previous office action, page number 4, claim 1) is not the 
same as the limitation cited in claim 1. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. As in previous office action, page number 4, Claim 
1, second bullet, the Examiner pointed out that the examples in Terstard (Fig.2 item 206 and Fig. 3, item 304"Setup Environment for Test 
According to parameters of Test Sequence" and related text about setting up "particular global variables within the program under test") 
indicate that "Particular global variables" of the testing environment have to be selectively initialized by initialization routine selectively 
invoking the particular function which contains particular global variables. Because, Testardi further discloses: "In while box testing, as 
described further below, the debugger tool is used to [invoke particular functions] within a program and to [set particular variables] within 
the program [for testing purposes]" .[emphasis added] (see for example, col. 9, lines 11-15). Therefore, Testardi does disclose claimed 
limitation of an "initialization routine selectively coupled to a target function (invoke particular functions) within a target application (within 
the program)" according to different testing purposes. 
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
